4 H COMMITTEE 
STUDYING THREE 
SITES FOR CAMP 

20-County Group 
Pick* W. Liberty 
A* Home Office 

The Northeastern Kentucky 
4-H Club Camp Committee was 
incorporated as a non-profit or¬ 
ganization at a meeting in West 
Liberty Tuesday preparatory to 
building a permanent 4-H camp 
for 20 northeastern counties. 

And West Liberty was deslg- 
noted in the articles of incorpor¬ 
ation as the organization's home 
office. 

Meanwhile, the committee s 
ub-committee for locating a site 
for the new *100,000 camp met 
Tuesday morning and reviewed 
proposed camp sites. 

At a general meeting of the en¬ 
tire committee Tuesday afternoon 
in the basement of the Christian 
church here, representatives from 
six counties offered sites for the 
proposed camp, and the location 
sub-committee voted to visit each 
site and make a report of the one 
most nearly meeting the require¬ 
ment*. 

Sites offered were—two in 
Morgan, one on the Rev. J. Hyan 
Nevius farm on the head of 
Grassy Creek and the other In 
the Rube Woods along Licking 
River at M*i««e! Shoals; one in 
Floyd, at the headwaters of 
Dewey Lake; one in Carter, at 
Carter Caves State Park; one in 
Robertson county at the Blue 
Licks State Park; three in Elliott, 
one a farm on Little Sandy River 
that would coet $9,000, one in 
Boyd county at Greenbo Lake, 
six miles from Greenup. 

The general committee voted 
to hold another meeting in West 
Liberty May 31 at which time it 
will hear the report of the camp 
location sub-committee after it 
nas visited each site The general 
committer-, composed of one rep¬ 
resentative from each county 4-H 
council, will decide at this meet-

There are three reasons why more people are 
growing strawberries; They can be substituted 
for some of their tobacco, they provide some in¬ 
come in May when income from other sources is 
lacking, and they make good eating for the fam¬ 
ily. A new leaflet of the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Agricultural Extension Division is called 
“Payday in May from Strawberries" Strawber¬ 
ries pay about as well as tobacco. Yields of 900 
gallons an acre are common, and berries have 
not sold under $1 a gallon on wholesale markets 

an acre are about as common as that mauv 
pounds of tobacco. 


FOXES WITH RABIES 


The State Board of Health announces that 12 
more foxes have been found to have been in¬ 
fected with rabies following examination of their 
heads in laboratory tests. Most of these animals 
were from Central or Eastern Kentucky. This 
brings to 32 the number of foxes found to have 
rabies that have been subjected to such tests 
since Nov. 1. Prior to March 1 a total of some 32 
fox heads had been examined and 20 positive 
reports announced. From November through 
last week 94 animal heads had been examined. 

Dogs tare generally considered the principal 
carriers of rabies, but can contract it when bitten 
by any rabid animal. Rabies is in no way con¬ 
fined to dogs and nothing can be more dangerous 
than a rabid fox. 

The Kentucky Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources is planning to reduce the fox popu¬ 
lation through use of gas bowls placed in dens 
Wherever foxes are seen in large numbers or 
acting strangely, they should be reported im¬ 
mediately to health authorities, dog wardens or 
the State Department of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources.—Lexington Herald.

SCHOOLS Kentuckians have two 
big isues to decide in 1955; one. 
who to elect as governor; the 
other, how to adjust production 
of burley to a declining consum¬ 
ption. The first will receive the 
mod attention, but the latter 
] may have the greater impact on 
| the welfare of the state. Eortun- 
-«;cr>—dTi-Tsrm.xi >—rm' -guwmr.v 
are intellegent, upright gentlemen 
and. irrespective of how the ele¬ 
ction goes, the state is not likely 
to suffer greatly from mis-man- 
agement during the next four 
years. But not so with burley 
tobacco. Unless an equitable and 
satisfactory way can be found 
to bring production in line with 
consumption, prices may be ser¬ 
iously depresod and the welfare 
of most Kentuckians, be they 
farmers, merchants, bankers or 
profesional people, will be ad¬ 
versely affected. 

Kentucky’s 1954 burley crop 
brought growers over 220 million 
dollars, thus accounting for over 
a bilion dollars in trade, if figur¬ 
ed at the usual 5 to 1 turnover 
The concern now is for future 
prices and income if surpluses 
continue to pile up. In nine ofj 
the past eleven years, product¬ 
ion of burley has exceeded con-1 
sumption with surpluses now the 
highest on recofd. Without gov¬ 
ernment suports, the income from 
the 1954 crop likely would have 
been many million dollars less 
than it was—some think at least 
50 million dollars less. Govern- 
| ment supports depend upon g row¬ 
an* ability and willingness to 
j keep suplies in line with demand.I 
If growers are given an oppor¬ 
tunity to vote on further reduc¬ 
tion. the welfare of all Kentuck¬ 
ians wil be at stake, and all 
should be interested m the out¬ 
come 

One big danger confronting the 
success of control and price pro¬ 
gram is the antipathy springing 
up between the ’Tittle" and the I

New Insurance Rates 
For Vehicle Policies

FRANKFORT, Ky.. April 4 — 
Commissioner of Insurance S. H. 
Goebel announced approval of a 
new plan of classifying private 
vehicles for automobile liability 
insurance rates in Kentucky, to 
take effect April 1. 

“The new plan classifies private 
passenger automobiles i n seven 
classes of risks for rate purposes 
and apportions insurance costs 
more equitably among those in¬ 
sured than the three-class plan 
formerly in use.” Goebel said. 
"Under the new plan, less risks 

will P1V A rplstivd'v cmpSi-n 

of insurance costs than before. 
The more hazardous risks will pay 

a larger share. 

Rates were reduced for certain 
types of private passenger car 
risks involving women operators 
under 25 years old — with rate 
reductions ranging from $8 to $17 
depending on territory Rates also 
were reduced for non-business 
cars with no operators under 25 
years old and for farmers. 

Rates to which revisions apply 
which means protection up to $5. 
000 for bodily injure to one per¬ 
son, up to $10,000 for bodily in¬ 
jury resulting from one accident 
and up to $5,000 for property 
damage.

FARMERS UNION 

(Continued from page one) 
Wilson, chairman, and John W 
Welch, secretary, attenaen me 
meeting in addition to Mr. Brain- 
ard. 

Other Kentucky counties that 
I have recently organized National 
Farmers Union locals are Scott, 

I Todd. Webster and Washington, 
j A number of additional counties 
' are in the process of organizing 
at this time, Mr. Wilson told the 
Morgan group. But, he added. 
Morgan is the first Kentucky 
county to report the enrolling of 
the required 100 members at its 
first progress report meeting. 

Air. Wilson, chairman of the 
State committee on organization, 
predicted that Morgan would be¬ 
come the banner county in Ken¬ 
tucky. “I’ve never seen such en¬ 
thusiasm anywhere as in Mor¬ 
gan. You are one of the first 
counties in the nation to set a 
charter night and come in with 
the required 100 members so 
promptly," he said. And he add¬ 
ed, “I’m expecting to see some 
recommendations from Morgan 
for sound legislation for the 
farmer.” 

Mr. Wilson explained to Mor¬ 
gan members, who are primarily- 
interested in tobacco, that he at¬ 
tended a special meeting of the 
National Farmers Union in Den¬ 
ver last month and that he asked 
the officials how the Union would 
stand on the burley program. 
"They assured me," he said, "that 
when we agreed on a program in 
Kentucky that we wanted, they 
would go to bat for us in a hard¬ 
hitting manner." 

Mr. Wilson told Morgan mem¬ 
bers the National Farmers Union 
is 53 years old and is organized 
in 25 state. It is designed to rep¬ 
resent the family-size farm, he 
said. 

Then he said: "Agriculture is 
in a right serious condition. Al¬ 
though 13 Vi percent of the peo¬ 
ple live on farms, they received 
only 5Vi percent of the national 
income last year—and this at a 
time when the national income 
was increasing, yet the income of 
farmers is falling. We stand for 
fixed parity prices for farmers. 
We see no reason why farmers 
are not entitled to the same par- j 
ity as the other segements of our i 
economy.” 

Mr. Brainard, organizer for 
the National Farmers Union in 
states east of the Mississippi, de- | 
dared “The National Farmers I 
Union is the only farm organiza¬ 
tion that is fighting for 90 percent 
fixed parity for farmers. 

"The Union is a farmers' farm 
organization, and it is the second! 
oldest farm organization in the? 
nation, founded in 1902 and now- 
having 275.000 farm families en-1 
rolled as members. 

“With retail prices going up j 
and farm prices going down, 
farmers are in an economic 
squeeze. But the Union is not 
g-.ing to stand by and let prices 
fall. I feel that we have support; 
for a fair parity that will make 1 
business prosperous and will per- j 
mit farmers to enjoy prosperity 
the same as other segments of j 
our society. In order to rally- 
support for a fair parity, we are 
now organizing in more states. 
When farmers get a little pros¬ 
perous w-e think w*e can go it 
alone. But farmers are in a 
serious squeeze now and they 
want united action, and our mem¬ 
bership is going up. The easiest 
w-ay to stop us is to divide us. It 
! would ruin the prosperity of the

"The drastic drop in farm 
prices already has been felt by 
the farm implement dealers and 
is now reachiog the auto dealers. 
We’re going to take the initiative 
and meet head-on this plan to 
sell the farmer down the road. 
We are an organization that fa¬ 
vors repeal of the new sliding 
scale parity price supports and 
favors 90 percent fixed parity 
instead. 

“When another farm organiza¬ 
tion says it represents so many 
million farmers and that they are 
for sliding scale price supports, I 
beg to differ with them because 
| I’ve talked to hundreds of their 
| members and they tell me they’re ] 
r.ot for sliding scale parity. 

Under the new sliding scale 
support formula, parity on a 
number of farm products is going | 
still lower. Dairy products al¬ 
ready are down to 75% of par- | 
ity. The pattern is already set I 
pricewise—it’s headed down. If 
Congress doesn’t take some other | 
mllun, palily licAi 1 will oe 
down to 75% for all farm prod- i 
ucts. 

In a price-support program, if 
parity is equality and justice, 
why is anything but lOO'r fair? | 
You may ask. What about sur¬ 
pluses? But they are missrepre- 
senting the issue as regards food. 
There are 2'i million more peo¬ 
ple in the nation every year. In I 
a few years the qustion will be: I 
how are we going to grow | 
enough? 

"Distribution is the problem. 
Sure, it will take a program— 
but it will be worth it. 

“And the program Congress 
enacts will be based primarily on 
the testimony from farm groups 
at Congressional hearings. The 
farmer must be represented by 
an organization that will present 
the needs of the one-family farm 
to our legislative bodies.” 

Mr. Brainard said he was sur¬ 
prised that the Secretary of Ag¬ 
riculture had to resort to propa¬ 
ganda of missrepresentation in 
order to gain support from 
housewives for his sliding scale 
price support program. ‘This 
propaganda.” he said, “makes the 
housewife believe that the price 
support program is the cause of 
high retail prices for food—de¬ 
spite the fact that farm prices 
have declined while retail prices 
have increased ” 

Mr. Brainard told Morgan coun- 
tians the National Farmers Union 
now is pressing hard for a Con¬ 
gressional investigation of the 
causes for the increasing spread 
between prices the farmer gets 
and prices the consumer pays. 

Finally, he told the group the 
Union's program includes (1) 
education work to let farmers 
know how they can help them¬ 
selves by cooperation; (2) for 
fixed parity price supports: (3) 
for continuance of farm conserv¬ 
ation programs such as SCS. 
ASC, REA and rural telephone 
cooperatives; (4) adequate farm 
credit, and (5) investigation of 
the spread between farm prices 
and food prices at retail. 

KY. FARM BUREAU WORKS 
FOR “YES" BURLEY VOTING 

LOUISVILLE. Ky.. April 7— 
The Keuturky Farm Bureau’* 
board of director* railed a 
meeting of tobacco grower* at 
Its State headquarter* here to¬ 
day to draft an effective plan 
of action to help carry the 
burley referendum. 

The Farm Bureau's board of 
, directors had voted unanimous¬ 
ly in favor of the referendum, 
and the meeting today wa* to 
plan a program to induce grow¬ 
ers to vote “yes" on the refer¬ 
endum proviidng for ruts in 
burley acreage and marketing 
quotas. If two-thirds of the 
grower* do not vote “ye*" in 
the referendum, there will be 
no price support on burley this 
year.
